The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Van Kempen teaches a canister purge valve which is biased closed by a spring 
acting on the valve closure head and is opened by activation of a solenoid according to 
a CPU signal driven by engine parameter inputs. The inlet line and the outlet line are at 
right angles to one another and thus are not axially aligned. Finally, the sonic flow of 
the outlet nozzle minimizes the effect of vacuum variations in the intake. 

Lungu teaches a valve having an inlet passage aligned within an inlet port. A 
permanent magnet biases the valve member against the valve seat which is formed in a 
disc-type portion of the inlet passage. The inlet passage acts as a stator and the 
polarity of the stator is changed to repell the armature/valve member when the coil is 
excited to thereby open the valve. No spring is used to bias the valve 
member/armature. 

It would have been obvious to modify Van Kempen by constructing the inlet valve 
as taught by Lungu because both applications used inlet and outlet points positioned at 
90 degrees angles, both valves were biased closed and driven open by solenoid 
excitation and both solenoids were controlled by high speed pulse modulation.
